ARE IN CONVENIENT^FORM 


Tor President to Accept or Re- 


ject—Haste Deemed 


Imperative, 


Washington, Dec. 24.—The pro- 


posals of Great Britain and Germany 
that President Roosevelt arbitrate 
the Venezuelan dispute have reached 
Washington. The*/ are in such form 
that the president can accept or reject 
the proposition outright. So far, the 
messages having been received while 
the president was absent from the 
white house, he has had no oppor- 
tunity to consider them and until 
he does so his decision cannot be 
known. For the same reason noth- 
ing can be gathered here as to the de- 
tails of the proposals, and although 
gteat interest is felt as to the extent 
of the limitations which the tallies 
will ask to be placed on the arbitra- 
tion, curiosity on that point must 
remain unsatisfied until the presi- 
dent has finally made up his mind 
what he shall do. It is known that 
he is disposed to act with all speed 
in this matter, for he realizes that 
the conditions on the blockade line 
are such that at almost any moment 
an unpleasant incident may occur 
through the obstinacy of some skip- 
per or from a genuine misunderstand- 
ing as to the terms of the blockade 
that may diminish the chances of a 
peaceful settlement 
of the Vene- 


zuelan trouble. 


GEBMANY.IS "URGENT. 


Berlin, Pec. 24.—Germany Is anx- 


ious to receive President Eoosevelt's 
acceptance of the formal invitation 
from Germany and Great Britain to 
act as arbitrator in the Venezuelan 
controversy. 
The German t govern- 


ment's preference is very decidedly 
in favor of arbitration through Pres- 
ident Boosevelt rather than through 
Tlie Hague tribunal, because it be- 
lieves the president -will reach an 
early decision, whereas The Hague 
court would require many months. 
The officials here also insist that it 
is to the United States' advantage to 
have the president decide the matter. 


The German steamer Siberia, which

yesterday, carried an expert in in- 
ternational law, who will act as coun* 
sel for Commodore Scheder in tech- 
nical legal questions arising during 
the blockade. 


ITALY'S REPLY,

TTnder the new order, every senator 
will have a voice in naming some

The result has 


that pretty nearly every man 


who wants a place has written me to 
help him out and I can do nothing 
whatever, for I haven't anything to 
do with the handing out of places, 
Jn addition*to the principal officers of 
the senate there will be ten assist- 
ant doorkeepers, twenty-two clerks 
for the various departments; a post- 
master and an assistant, a folding 
clerk, seven janitors, eight pages and 
sight stenographers for the commit- 
tee. 
If we can hold the number 


down to these figures it will be a 
marked reduction from former years. 
But up to this time I presume I have 
had something like three hundred ap- 
plications for the places."

The youngest child was the first 


to be operated on. Dr. Lcrrenz was 
talking constantly while his hands 
clutched the distorted muscles, and 
in a few minutes the little sufferer 
was cured. 
\The second patient was the other 
boy. As the child was laid on the 
table the surgeon ran his 
hands 


across the abnormal hip. He seemed 
worried and for a few moments said 
nothing. Then he turned to the phy- 
sicians assisting him. 


"I am afraid of this case," he said. 


"It may be impossible to reduce the 
hip. The child is just within the age 
limit. I'll try it, anyhow, and if it 
fails I shall be satisfied 
with a 


change in the position." 


With more words the surgeon be- 


gan the operation. He put the leg 
far back, pinched^ pulled and twisted 
it. 
There was no result. Then a 


bandage was tied around the ankle 
and two hospital assistants pulled 
with all their strength, Dr. ?Lorenz 
rubbing and kneading the hip at the 
same time. For twenty-ftve minutes 
this was kept up, and during that 
time two male and three female 
sicians fainted away. 


"I shouldn't like to have an acci- 


dent at the last moment/1 Dr. Lorenz 
said at last. "It is impossible to do 
it. "I must not urge it," and he gave 
it up, wiping the-perspiration from 
his forehead. 


"I stopped because I was of tlrif 


opinion the boy would die as a result 
of a possible accident and an acci- 
dent ia liable to happen if the limb 
is tworked too much;" he said. 


The last patient was the 7*year-old 


girl. Her case was similar to the 
first and was finished as quickly*

The St. Louis Court of Appeals 


Has Decided That It is a 


Conspiracy, 


Si Louis, Dec. 24.—"A capitalist 


has a right to employ his capital or 
hide It away, so long as he does not 
become a public charge. 


"A man without capital may labof 


or refuse to labor, so long as he keep* 
out of the poorhouse. 


"A boycott is an illegal conspiracy 


id restraint 6f trade." 


This was the decision handed down 


yesterday by the St Louis court of 
appeals in the case of Joseph E. 
Walsh, a plumber, who instituted 
proceedings iti the circuit court to 
restrain the Master Plumbers' asso- 
ciation from refusing to sell him 
plumbing supplies. The court adds: 


"Capitalists ilso have the right to 


combine their capital in productive 
enterprisers, and by lawful competi- 
tion drive the individual producer 
and the smaller ones out of business. 
And laborers and artisans have the 
right to form unions, and by their 
united efforts fight competition by 
lawful means* 


PBOVINOE OF THE COURTS. 
"Afld cottfta will not lay theit 


hands upon eitner to restrain them, 
however fierce the competition, so 
long as their methods are lawful. 
But if either steps without the pale 
of the law and by fraud, misrepre- 
sentation, intimidation, obstruction 
or molestation hinders one in hirt 
business, of his avocation as an ar- 
tisan or laborer, courts have not hesi* 
tat«d to ifcterfefre and to 
afford 


remedial relief either by awarding 
compensatory damages in an action 
at law or, where the injury is a con- 
tinuing one, by granting injunctive 
relief." - 


The circuit court sustained a de^ 


niurrer of the defendants to the pe- 
tition of Walsh, who appealed the 
case, and the court of appeals re- 
versed the trial court, Judge Charles 
C. Bland, presiding Judge of the 
court of Appeals, wrote the opinion, 
which wntf concurred in by Judges 
Barclay and Qoode. He stated that 
th« -allegations of the petition show 
that respondents conspired together 
to boycott Walsh and other master 
plumbers. 


SAYS BOYCOTT IS ILLEGAL. 
A boycott, the opinion states, is de- 


fitted to be an illegal conspiracy in 
restraint of trade. The opinion re- 
cites several authorities on this point. 


"Applying the doctrine of these 


case* to the allegations of the peti- 
tion," the opinion states, "there can 
ba no question that the agreement 
of the Respondents is an illegal con- 
spiracy, and that its effect is to in* 
fliet a civil wrong on the appellant, 
and that that wrong is a continuing 
ofte, and according- to all authorities 
entitle* the appellant to injunctive 
relief, so far as a court of equity IB 
authorized to administer it, within 
the bounds of equitable Jurispru- 
dence. 


"We think it competent for the 


court to declare the agreement com- 
plained of as illegal and void, and to 
restrain the parties to the agreement 
from keeping its terms, or demand- 
ing that they be kept, and thus leave 
the respondent corporations free to 
deal, or not to deal, with the appel- 
lant as they may choose, 


"In so far as it appears from the 


allegations of the petition, the As- 
sociation of Master Plumbers is not 
tm illegal association. 
Presumably 


it was formed for the purpose of mu- 
tual protection and to fight competi- 
tion in their business within the 
boundaries of the city of St* Louis."

New York, Dec. 24.—Rev. Dr. Ed- 


mund M. Mills, who has had charge 
of the work of raising the Methodist 
church $30,000,000 twentieth cen* 
tury thank offering fund, says more 
than $19,000,000 has been contri- 
buted. Dr. Mills says that by mid- 
night December 31 the last dollar of 
the great fund will have been sub- 
scribed. This last gift will be in the 
nature of a surprise and information 
as to its source is therefore withheld 
till December 31. The amount has 
been raited from the rank and file 
of the Methodist church. So far as 
the educational fund is concerned the 
gifts for three years represent more 
than was contributed during the 
first 100 years of the existence of 
the church, tfor this purpose ?7,- 
850,758 has been contributed and 
more than eighty-six 
universities

TELL WHAT TH.EY FOUND 


Report Will be Considered by 


Council in Committee 


of Whole, 


The,city council met last evening 


in regular session, with the mayor 
in the chair, and all the members 
present except the two Councilmen 
Baade, from the First and Fourth 
wards. 
The principal business of 


the evening was the presentation of 
the report of the special committee 
appointed to investigate the situa- 
tion in "the gas field as relating to 
the supply for Fort Wayne. 
The 


report is given below in full. 
Th*j 


session was a very brief one and the 
only other business presented was 
the report of the waterworks com- 
mittee for the month of November, 
which was concurred in, 


THE COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 
The report of the special cqmuv.+.tee 


upon the investigation of tho 
gas 


supply was signed by Councilman 
John C, Figel, E. J. Lenon, W. M. 
Glenn, C* P. Sordelet and Ferdinand 
Meier, and was in full as follows; 


To * the 
Honorable Mayor and 


Common Council: Gentlemen—We, 
your committee to which was refer- 
red the question of investigating 
the scarcity of natural gas in the 
city of Fort Wayne, begs leave to 
report as ^follows: 


On December llth, the commit- 


tee, accompanied by Councihueu 
Baker, 
Griebel and Borkensteiu, 


visited Hartford City, in company 
with Supt. Hofmann, of the Fort 
Wayne Gas company, 
Tho com- 


mittee was taken to the Fort 
Wayne Gas company's station No. 
£, six miles east of-Hartford City, 
and found that the company had 
just completed the installing of 
four compressors, 20}^x60 inches, 
said "compressors taking the place 
of four compressors 15^x60. Com- 
mittee looked over the engineer's 
hourly report) this report shows 
the speed at which engines are run 
and suction and discharge pressure. 
Report showed that one of the two 
engines at this plant was out of 
service nearly continuously 
from 


November 17th to December llth. 
The reason given by the company 
was, that it was installing com- 
pressors. 
During the time the 


committee was at said station, one 
pair of engines which run two com- 
pressors was running at 65 revolu- 
tions per minute, the other pair of 
engines was running at 32 revolu- 
tions per minute. ' Guage showed 
suction pressure 18 pounds, and 
discharge pressure 160 pounds on 
Fort Wayne line, at station No. 2, 
and 140 pounds discharge pressure 
on six-inch line, which furnishes 
gas to the town of Bluffton. 


Committee next visited station 


No, 3, four miles west of Hartford 
City, and found engines running 
at full capacity of 72 revolutions 
per minute, operating four com- 
pressors of 15^x60 inches, with a 


suction 
pressure 
of 
52 pounds, 


and a discharge pressure of- 270 
pounds. Engineer's reports show- 
ed that from November 18th to 
December llth, the engines had 
been running at 
an average of 


about 63 revolutions per minute, 
and showing an average discharge 
pressure on Fort Wayne line of 230 
to 290 pounds. 


The committee next "visited the 


office of the Fort Wayne Gas com- 
pany at Hartford City, looked1 over 
maps showing the location of the 
company's gas wells and pipe lines 
in Black ford, Grant and Delaware 
counties. 


Interviewed Mr. 
Ort, the field 


manager of the Fort' Wayne Gas 
company. He stated that the com- 
pany had drilled and connected 54 
new wells this year, which showed 
a rock pressure of 77 to 84 pounds 
for each well. Said company had 
about 224 
gas wells, producing 


about 23,000,000 cubibc feet per 
24 hours, 


On December 15th, the committee 


visited company's station No, 1? 
at Bluffton, Indiana. This station 
has 15 boilers and three pairs of 
Corliss engines of 1,500 horse pow- 
er each, which operate six compres- 
sors 16x60 inches and four conden- 
sers. Engineer's report from No- 
vember 26th to December 15th 
showed the highest suction pres- 
sure 65 younds, lowest 12 pounds. 
Highest discharge pressure 
175 


pounds, 
lowest 
discharge, 
65 


pounds. Highest number of hours 
per day engines run, 72, meaning 
24 hours each; lowest number 15 
hours. ' Committee on same day 
visited station No. 2, found .tliat 
on day previous, Sunday,. Decem- 
ber 14th, the entire plant was shut 
down ;from 6 to 9 p. m.', caused by 
a break,in the.machinery; pne'jSair

ited station No. 3 and found said 
station running at jfull capacity, 
with discharge .pressure of 272 
pounds; engineer's report showed 
that he had been running on the 
day previous, December 14th, at 
hours between 6 and 9 o'clock p. 
in., furnishing a discharge pres- 
sure of over 260 pounds. 


On December 18th members of 


the committee visited Montpelier, 
Ind., and .Wabash, Ind.; found that 
the Fort Wayne Gas, company has 
about 450 contracts in the city of 
Montpelier, gas being furnished 
from Fort Wayne line. The com- 
mittee visited Wabash for the pur- 
pose of getting what information 
it could as regards its gas supply, 
and found that the city had recent- 
ly entered into a contract with the 
Logansport and Wabash Valley 
Gas company to furnish gas at 19 
cents per thousand feet,, 'from No- 
vember 1 to April 1, and 26 cents 
from-April 1 to November 1, meter 
rate. Committee was informed that 


1 they had a line pressure of 12 
pounds, and a stove pressure of 7 
ounces. The committee also learned 
from reliable,information that said 
company had no pumping station 
and that its lines run from vicinity 
of Fort Wayne pumping station No, 
3, and also learned that said com- 
pany was owned by Dietrich syndi- 
cate. 


What your committee endeavored 


to find out was, first: Has the Fort 
Wayne Gas company " a sufficient 
amount of gas to supply its Fort 
Wayne consumers? 
If said com- 


pany has a sufficient supply, have 
the proper efforts been made to give 
its consumers the benefit of same? 


In answer to the first question, 


the cpmmittee is of the opinion that 
enough gas can be pumped from 
No. 3- station alone to furnish Fort 


- Wayne for domestic purposes, if a 


line of proper size-pipe was run to 
Fort WayneJ and not tapped be- 
tween said station and this city. 


• The committee has many reasons 
for this opinion. One is that, ac- 
cording ' to 
the company's own 


statement, it has drilled between 


'" 'fifty and sixty wells '-this year, a 


majority of which were drilled in 
the vicinity of No. 3 station, with 
a rock pressure of about 80 pounds 
each, together 
with other wells 


that are piped' to this station, gives 
a discharge pressure of 270 pounds. 


In answer to the second.question, 


the committee finds by company's 
statement, which is filed as part of 
this1 report, that it has spent more 
than the amount required by con- 
tract, but is unable to state if all 
the money was spent for the benefit 
of the gas supply in Fort Wayne. 
It is the opinion of the committee 
that the* gas pressure has decreased 
considerably in the past few years, 
owing greatly to the very large 
amount drawn from the fields, and 
it is further the opinion of the com- 
mittee that there is a heavy draw 
on the Fort Wayne lines between 
stations No. 2 and 3, and the 
Bluffton station. 


The committee has embodied in 


its report the principal/part of the 
information obtained and the opin- 
ions given were based upon it. It 
does not at this time suggest the 
remedy, but will leave that to the 
council as a whole. 


WILL BE CONSIDERED. 


When Clerk Schmidt had completed 
the 
reading 
Councilman 
Lennon 


arose to say that his colleagues had 
requested him to suggest that the 
report be referred to the council as a 
committee of the whole and he there- 
fore moved that such disposition be 
made of it. He added in explanation 
that while the report of the commit- 
tee was deemed sufficiently compre- 
hensive for the record, t there were a 
number of points that could not well 
be embodied in an official communi- 
cation, but could best be communi- 
cated in a committee meeting; he 
said the special committee desired 
every member of the coiincil to be 
made thoroughly acquainted with all 
the details of the discoveries made 
and the information gathered. The 
matter was accordingly so referred 
and it -was suggested that the meet- 
ing of the committee of the whole be 
deferred until after the report had 
been printed 
arid, digested by the 


councihhen, "!May,or Bergljoff then 
appointed Mr, Lennon chairman, of 
the committee

the whole, but

report; he then appointed Mr. Scheid

Castro's Helplessness 
Gives 


New Aspect of Peril to 


the President 


Willemstad, Island of Caracas, Dec. 


23.—(By boat from La Guaira).— 
The revolutionists, strengthened by 
the impossibility of the government's 
suppressing the smuggling of arms 
and ammunition into the country and 
by the fact that it has no longer any 
fleet at its disposal, have made an- 
swer to President Castro's proposi- 
tion that they'turn their arms against 
the foreigners who have attacked 
Venezuela by referring him to Gen- 
eral Mates, their only chief capable 
of dealing with the 
matter. 
The 


rebels have regained courage. The 
government, which signed with them 
an armistice of ten days which ends 
tomorrow, has 3,600 men at Bar- 
quisiraeto and 2,500 near Caracas, 
but all others who had enrolled them- 
selves to fight against the foreigners 
have retired. 


The revolutionists have planned a 


march on Caracas by three roads j the 
leaders, 
Ramos, Antonio-Guevara, 


TFrbaneta and Penaloza, with 2,500 
men, 
will inarch via Gualiro; An- 


tonio Fernandez, Oslo and Crespo 
Torres, with 2,500 more, have left 
Cfuuanagua, and General Rolando, 
with 2,500 troops, will go from Alta 
Gracia. Ammunition is expected to 
arrive every day near Tucacus. 


The situation for President Castro 


is considered to be again perilous; 
attacked by foreigners and his own 
counerymen he can with difficulty 
resist the Shocks, as the government's 
resources have vanished. The presi- 
dent's departure for La Victoria is 
for the purpose of trying to check 
the near advance to the'capital of the 
revolutionists.

GOVEBNOB DUBBIN WINS SUIT. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 24.—A dis- 


patch yesterday afternoon from Gov- 
ernor Durbin, who is at Jacksonville, 
Fla., announces that the case of C. 
M. Barton against the governor to 
recover $10,000 damages for remarks 
he charges were made about him by 
Colonel Durbin while Barton was 
running a saloon iu Florida, Just out- 
side the camp of the One Hundred 
and Sixty-first regiment, of which 
Colonel Durbin was tne commander, 
ended Monday in a victory for the 
governor.

HAS A SUBSTITUTE FOR COAL.

Haas, a well known tailor of this 
city, thinks he has solved the cheap 
fuel question in the discovery of a 
substitute for coal, produced by the 
mixing of seven different chemicals 
together and giving 
volume and 


shape to the compound by saturating 
dirt or mud and molding, it in the 
desired form. 
He says the weight 


and bulk are about the same as those 
of hard coal, but that a winter's sup- 
ply will cost about one-half what coal 
would cost Tinder normal conditions, 
when coal is not scarce, as at present.

name of any of the chemicals used, 
but says they were discovered and 
their proper proportions ascertained 
by over a year's experimenting based 
on a knowledge of chemistry gained 
through study during

to get it to Fort Wayne there will be 
an. abundance for this city. The re- 
port of the committee is Interesting 
and important. It ought to form the 
basis for further inquiry purposed to 
lay bare the whole situation relating 
to the natural gas supply of this city. 
While we believe it to be indisputable 
that the natural gas 
supply 
has 


greatly diminished In the fields, the 
committee's findings seem to indicate 
that the supply has not failed to that 
degree which makes the distressing 
conditions in Fort Wayne inevitable. 
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to prove conclusively that the com- 
mittee is wholly mistaken or to take 
prompt measures to remedy the exist- 
ing conditions. 


That peace between the joint pow- 


ers and the United States is com- 
mitted to rather unsafe hands in the 
Caribbean, was demonstrated by the 
incident growing oat of the steam- 
ship Caracas' entrance to the harbor 
of La Quairi yesterday. 
The com- 


mander of the Italian cruiser sta- 
tioned on the blockade, was deter- 
mined not to permit the American 
vessel to pass through the blockade, 
though the vessel's rights were clear 
by the terms of the decrees of block- 
ade. It took some time and much 
argument to persuade the Italian 
commander he was mistaken. 
Had 


he been alone in command on the 
blockade, it seems likely he would 
have committed seme blunder quite 
sufficient to provoke a collision with 
the American warships in that vicin- 
ity. 


A subscription paper has been cir- 


culated down town for a day or two 
to raise a Christmas 
fund 
for a 


woman whose husband lately died, 
leaving her in utter destitution and 
with five or six email children to care 


for. 
The purpose was a most worthy 


one and we are glad to be informed 
that a good sum was raised 
to 


brighten the Christmas of this poor 
woman and her fatherless little ones. 
This incident points a moral lesson 
from the facts that preceded it. The 
husband was a drunkard. Though 
well employed, his family was fre- 
quently in want because the wages 
the husband earned went to the sa- 
loonkeeper instead of to the grocer, 
the butcher and the dry goods mer- 
chant. Pretty nearly all he earned 
was spent for drink. When he died 
he left his wife and little ones iu 
miserable poverty. If the man had 
been sober, frugal and mindful of 
the solemn responsibilities that rest- 
ed upon him as a husband and a 
father he could have left his family 
situated to meet the adversity of his 
death. 
Substantial as the sum was 


that kind-hearted men and women 
raised for this destitute family, it 
was much less than 
the sum the 


father had dissipated in the saloons 
during the last half year of his mis- 
spent life. Drinking profits no man, 
whatever his circumstances. But the 
man who robs his wife and children 
of the barest necessaries colors his 
life with crime.

DECLARESBOYCOTT 


til ILLEEM. UPON 


The St, Louis Court of Appeals 


Has Decided That It is a 


Conspiracy, 


St. Louis, Dec. 24.—"A capitalist 


has a right to employ his capital or 
hide it away, so long as he does not 
become a public charge. 


"A man without capital may labor 


or refuse to labor, so long as he keeps 
out of the poorhouse. 


"A boycott is an illegal conspiracy 


in restraint of trade." 


This was the decision handed down 


yesterday by the St. Louis court of 
appeals in. the case of Joseph E. 
Walsh, a plumber, who instituted 
proceedings in th« circuit court to 
restrain the Master Plumbers' asso- 
ciation from refusing to sell him 
plumbing supplies. The court adds: 


"Capitalists also have the right to 


combine their capital in productive 
enterprises, and by lawful competi- 
tion drive the individual producer 
and the smaller ones out of business. 
And laborers and artisans have the 
right to form unions, and by their 
united efforts fight competition by 
lawful means. 


PROVINCE OF THE COURTS. 
"And courts will not lay their 


hands upon either to restrain them, 
ho-Wcrer fierce the competition, so 
long as their methods are lawful. 
But if either steps without the pale 
of the law and by fraud, misrepre- 
sentation, intimidation, obstruction 
or molestation hinders one In his 
business, or his avocation as an ar- 
tisan or laborer, courts have not hesi- 
tated to interfere and to 
afford 


remedial relief either by awarding 
compensatory damages in an action 
at law or, where the Injury Is a con- 
tinuing one, by granting injunctive 
relief." 


The circuit court sustained a de- 


murrer of the defendants to the pe- 
tition of Walsh, who appnalcd the 
case, and the court of appeals re- 
versed the trial court. Judge Charles 
C. Bland, presiding judge of 
the 


court of appeals, wrote the opinion, 
which was concurred in by Judges 
Barclay and Qoode. He stated that 
the allegations of the petition show 
that respondents conspired together 
to boycott Walsh and other master 
plumbers. 


SAYS BOYCOTT IS ILLEGAL. 
A boycott, the opinion states, is de- 


nned to be an illegal conspiracy in 
restraint of trade. The opinion re- 
cites several authorities on this point. 


"Applying the doctrine of these 


cases to the allegations of the peti- 
tion," the opinion states, "there can 
b« no question that the agreement 
of the respondents is an illegal con- 
spiracy, and that its effect is to In- 
flict a civil wrong on the appellant, 
and that that wrong is a continuing 
one, 
and according to all authorities 


entitles the appellant to injunctive 
relief, so far as a court of equity is 
authorized to administer it, within 
the bounds of equitable jurispru- 
dence. 


"We think it competent for the 


court to declare the agreement com- 
plained of as illegal and void, and to 
restrain the parties to the agreement 
from keeping its terms, or demand- 
ing that they be kept, and thus leave 
the respondent corporations free to 
deal, or not to deal, with the appel- 
lant as they may choose. 


"In so far as it appears from the 


allegations of the petition, the As- 
sociation of Master Plumbers is not 
an illegal association. 
Presumably 


it was formed for the purpose of mu- 
Vual protection and to fight competi- 
tion in their business within the 
boundaries of the city of St. Louis."

than $10,000,000 has been contri- 
buted. Dr. Mills says that by mid- 
night December 31 the last dollar of 
the great fund will have been sub- 
scribed. This last gift will be In the 
nature of a surprise and information 
as to its source is therefore withheld 
till December 31. The amount has 
been raised from the rank and file 
of the Methodist church. So far as 
the educational fund is concerned the 
gifts for three years represent more 
than was 
contributed during the 


first 100 years of the existence of 
the church. 
For this purpose $7,- 


850,758 has been contributed nnd 
more than eighty-six 
universities 


and schools will be its beneficiaries.

Tins clinlo 
was filled with 300 eminent Boston 
surgeons and the relatives of the 
three patients selected for trie dem- 
onstration. The hospital officials re- 
fused to give the names of the sub- 
jects, but they were a boy 3% years 
old, a girl of 7 and a boy of 9^. 


The youngest child was the first 


to be operated on. Dr. Lorenz was 
talking constantly while his hand's 
clutched the distorted muscles, and 
in a few minutes the little sufferer 
was cured. 


The second patient was the other 


boy. 
As the child was laid on the 


table the surgeon 
ran his 
hands 


across the abnormal hip. He seemed 
worried and for a few moments said 
nothinqr- Then he turned to the pny- 
sicians assisting him. 


"I am afraid of this case," he said. 
It may be impossible to reduce the 


hip. 
The child is just within the age 


limit. I'll try it, anyhow, and if it 
fails I shall be satisfied 
with a 


change in the position." 


With more words the surgeon be- 


gan the operation. He put the leg 
far back, pinched, pulled and twisted 
it. 
There was no result. Then a 


bandage was tied around the ankle 
and two hospital assistants pulled 
with all their strength, Dr. Lorenz 
rubbing and kneading the hip at the 
same time. For twenty-five minutes 
this was kept up, and during that 
time two male and three female p«iy- 
sicians fainted away. 


"I shouldn't like to have an acci- 


dent at the last moment," Dr. Lorenz 
said at last. "It is Impossible to do 
it. "I must not urge it," and he gave 
It up, wiping the perspiration from 
his forehead. 


"I stopped because I was of the 


opinion the boy would die as a result 
of u possible accident and .in acci- 
dent la liable to happen if the limb 
is worked too much," he Bold. 


The last patient wae the 7-year-old 


girl. 
Her case was similar to the 


first and was finished as quickly. 


"I hope that mothers and fatners 


in the future will not wait till trie 
child is 7 or 8 years old before any- 
thing is done," said Dr. Lorenz wj 
closing. "The child should be at- 
tended to when only 2 or 3 years old.''

the report of the special committee 
appointed to investigate the situa- 
tion in the gas field as relating to 
the supply for Fort Wayne.

mittee for the month of November, 
which was concurred in. 


THE COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 
The report of the special comnv.ttee 


upon the investigation of the 
gas 


supply was signed by Cour.cilmen 
John C. Figel, E. J. Lenon, W. M. 
Glenn, C. P. Sordelet and Ferdinand 
Meier, and was in full as follows;

on six-inch line, which furnishes 
gas to the town of Bluffton. 


Committee next visited station 


No. 3. four miles west of Hartford 
City, and found engines running 
at full capacity of 72 revolutions 
per minute, operating four com- 
pressors of 15);.x6Q inches, with a 


suction 
pressure 
of 
52 
pounds, 


and a discharge pressure of 270 
pounds. Engineer's reports show- 
ed that from November 18th to 
December llth, the engines had 
been running at an 
average of 


about 63 revolutions per minute, 
and showing an average discharge 
pressure on Fort Wayne line of 230 
to 290 pounds. 


The committee next visited 
the 


office of the Fort Wayne Gas com- 
pany at Hartford City, looked over 
maps showing the location of the 
company's gas wells and pipe lines 
in Blacsford, Grant and Delaware 
counties. 


Interviewed Mr. 
Ort. the field 


manager of the Fort Wayne Gas 
company. He stated that the com- 
pany had drilled and connected 54 
new wells this year, which showed 
a rock pressure of 77 to 84 pounds 
for each well.

Willemstad, Island of Caracas, Dec. 


23—(By boat from La Guaira).— 
The revolutionists, strengthened by 
the impossibility of the government's 
supprsssing the smuggling of arms 
and ammunition into the country and 
by the fact that it has no longer any 
fleet at its disposal, have made an- 
swer to President Castro's proposi- 
tion that they turn their arms against 
the foreigners who have 
attacked 


Venezuela by referring him to Gen- 
eral Matos, their only chief capable 
of dealing with the 
matter. 
The 


rebels have regained courage. 
The 


government, which cigned with them, 
an armistice of ten days which ends 
tomorrow, has 3,600 men at Bar- 
quislmeto and 2,500 near Caracas, 
but all others who had enrolled them- 
selves to fight against the foreigners 
have retired. 


The r»volntier.ists have planned a 


march on Caracas by three roads; the 
leaders, 
Ramos, 
Antonio-Guevara, 


tTrbaneta and Penaloza, with 2,500 
men, will march via Gualiro; An- 
tonio Fernandez, Osio 
and 
Crespo 


Torres, with 2,500 more, have left 
Camanagua, and General Rolando, 
with 2,500 troops, will go from Alta 
Gracia. Ammunition is expected to 
arrive every day near Tucacus. 


The situation for President Castro 


is considered to be again perilous; 
attacked by foreigners and his own 
counerymen ho can with difficulty 
resist the shocks, as the government's 
resources have vanished.

dent's departure for La Victoria Is 
for the purposa of trying to checlc 
the near advance to the capital of the 
revolutionists.

INCREASED TO $1,000,000. 


To meet the needs of its ever in- 


creasing business the

Wayne Electric company was organ- 
ized as a successor to the Electric 
corporation, it was capitalized 
at 


$300,000. Early in the present year 
this stock was increased to $500,- 
000, and three months ago it was 
raised to $300,000. 
Notwithstand- 


ing this rapid increase in stock, It 
)ms not kept pane with the growing1 
business and importance as a labor 
employing institution of tlie com- 
pany. Three years ago the company 
employed less than 250 men and 
today it has 975 names on Its puy 
rolls and the only reason why there 
arc not 1,200 names there is because 
the shop and its equipment will not 
accommodate that many. Additions 
are to be made in the spring, iiow- 
ever, and by the middle of next; sum- 
mer the Electric works will have an 
operating force equaled only by the 
Pennsylvania shops. F. S. Hunting, 
superintendent of the business de- 
partment of tlie company, said yes- 
terday that the business of the com- 
pany today is 50 per cent greater 
than it was in the early part of the 
year.

HAS A SUBSTITUTE FOB COAL. 


Blkhart, Ind., Dec. 24.—Charles E. 


Haas, a well known tailor of this 
city, thinks he has solved the cheap 
fuel question in the discovery of a 
substitute for coal, produced by the 
mixing of seven different chemicals 
together and giving 
volume and 


shape to the compound by saturating 
dirt or mud and molding it in the 
desired form. 
He says the weight 


and bulk are about the same as those 
of hard coal, but that a winter's sup- 
ply will cost about one-half what coal 
would cost under normal conditions, 
when coal is not scarce, as at present. 


Mr. Haas refuses to divulge the 


name of any of the chemicals used, 
but says they were discovered and 
their proper proportions ascertained 
by over a year's experimenting based 
on a knowledge of chemistry gained 
through study during 
his leisure 


hours for the last nine years. 


The bricks burn practically like 


anthracite coal, except that they last 
longer than lumps of coal of equal 
size, and the residue is a fine ash, 
with only an occasional 
lump 
or 


clinker.
